TM. proposes sewers 
to Ballardvale Street 


Town Manager Sterling Morris of Wilmington, reporting to 
the Selectmen on his recent trip to Washington, had as a part of 
the report a proposal to extend the town’s sewers to Ballard- 
vale Street, in North Wilmington. 

The municipal sewers would be extended towards 
Wilmington, via the Boston & Maine right-of-way, and to the 
Silver Lake area, from whence it would go up towards Cun- 
ningham Street, and to the site of the proposed high school, 


northerly of Salem Street 


From that point it would then be 


extended towards the industrial area of Ballardvale Street. 


Morris reminded the Selectmen 
that the sum of $500,000 had been 
voted, in bonds, at the town 
meeting. and believed that other 
sums of money could be had for 
extending the sewer 

He had, he said, communicated 


with the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee, asking that they explore 
the use of the proposed sewer in 
connection with the building of the 
school off Salem Street.

The Town Crier learned this week that two new skating rinks 
are in the planning stage for construction at the Route 125 In- 
dustrial Park in North Wilmington 


‘The proposed rinks would be 


located on the same site as the 


present double rink operated by Youth Ice Arena Inc. 


Lloyd Crocker, trustee of PGA 
Realty Trust, developers of the 
Route 125 Industrial Park in- 
dicated that the success of the first 
two rinks, together with the Plan- 
ning Board's approval of the in 
dustrial subdivision last month has 
made possible this latest venture 
by private investment in 
Wilmington 

Current planning for the new 
rinks would add a third 
“complete” rink, while the fourth 
would be a fully enclosed “prac: 
tice” rink to satisfy the demand 
for practice hours over and above 
scheduled Youth Hockey games. 

No date has been set for starting 
construction, but if financial 
arrangements are conducted 
safisfactorily work is likely to 
begin in the late spring. If that 
timetable proves feasible, the two

TEWKSBURY POLICE CHIEF 
PLANS TO RETIRE 


‘Tewksbury Police Chief John F. 
Sullivan notified town selectmen 
Tuesday he has applied to the town 
Retirement Board in hopes of 
retiring shortly after January 1 

Sullivan, 47, in a letter to the 
board, said he was retiring after 25 
years as a member of the 
Tewksbury department on the ad- 
vice of his doctor

Civil Service commission what 
steps should be taken in finding a 
replacement for Sullivan 

Whelan's action came after the 
selectmen discussed Sullivan's 
retirement.

. Appeal DPU permit 


for Propane Plant 


Town Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis filed Tewksbury's appeal 


in the state Supreme Judicial 


Court Friday against a Depart- 


ment of Public Utilities permit for Lowell Gas Co. to rebuild a 
Propane gas plant on Chapman Road 


‘The appeal alleges: 

-Numerous errors of law were 
made in DPU hearings to consider 
the propane permit 

-Lowell Gas had no right to 
withdraw part of its petition for a 
permit. The firm asked for a DPU 
variance from the town zoning by: 
law to allow the propane facility. 
but withdrew the request 
September 27 because the firm 
alleged it already had the 
variance 
The decision to grant the permit 
was based on the need of the com: 
pany, and not that of the town 
‘The DPU hadn't adequately con 
sidered the safety of town 
residents or the esthetic problems 
caused by a reconstructed plant in 
granting the permit 
Zaroulis’s action came less than 
12 hours after the town selectmen 
voted 4-0 to appeal granting the 
permit. Selectman Frederick H 
Baldwin Jr. was unable to attend 
the Thursday night meeting 
adjourned from Tuesday night 
‘The decision to appeal came 
during an executive session. Only 
minutes bef ctmen 
criticized in open session a com: 
pany promise to use its “best ef 
forts’ to satisfy certain town 
objections against the, propane 
facility 
Company President F.L. Put 
nam Jr. had made the promise ina 
letter to Zaroulis dated October 31. 

Zaroulls and the selectméh 
criticized Putnam's use of the 
term “best efforts" as being to 
vague, and took the firm president 
to task for allegedly ignoring 
several town objections to the 
plant 

The selectmen also expressed 
anger on learning in the letter 
Lowell Gas was using its Chapman 
Road facility as a terminal for 
liquid natural gas trucks. 

Putnam promised the firm's 
best efforts to carry out the 
following 

1. To cause the relocation of the 
LNG trucking terminal from the 
present Tewksbury site to a loca- 
tion outside of Meet as soon 
as such a locatiin can be finalized, 
which is expected to occur within 
six months. This will minimize the 
present running of empty trucks

Wetlands Hearing proceedure 
planned for Tewksbury 


The Tewksbury selectmen 
Thursday night told Town Counsel 
Charles J. Zaroulis and Executive 
Secretary Ruth Aubert to prepare 
rules and regulations for 
selectmen’s hearings on variances 
from floodplains zoning. 

An October 31 petition for a 
variance from the new zoning 
prompted the need for a procedure 
for such hearings. Atty. Kevin C. 
Sullivan, representing Parkwood 
Estates subdivision had asked for 
a variance for nine house lots off 

wwsti¢en Street on Windham 
joad 

‘A hearing on the petition was set 
for. November 21, but Zaroulis was 
only asked about a procedure 
Thursday night. He asked for a 
delay in considering the petition to 
give Mrs. Aubert and him time to 
prepare a procedure for a hearing. 
The selectmen then cancelled the 
hearing until December 12 

During discussion on possible 
procedures, the selectmen agreed 
advice {rom engineers would be 
needed to determine whether land 
under consideration could or could 
not be built on 

Selectman Charles H. Goldstein 
an architect, warned against 
allowing anything but soil 
engineers to testify at such 
hearings. He noted land higher 


than most persons might think im- 
portant for flood control might be 
necessary for water storage or 
other flood control features, Other 
types of engineers, he suggested, 
might not know enough about soils 
to produce valid testimony. 

Chairman Joseph J. Whelan 
asked Goldstein to investigate 
whether there were any persons 
chartered specifically as soil 
engineers. Whelan made the 
request after the board discussed 
qualifications of engineers 
testifying at hearings 

Zaroulis suggested two possible 
sets of procedures. Either the 
selectmen, he said should hire an 
engineer to aid them in making a 
decision and charge the petitioner 
for the costs involved, or the 
petitioner should hire an engineer 
to testify on his behalf 

Both procedures, according to 
Zaroulis would be superior to 
having the selectmen set a specific 
fee {or all floodplains hearings. A 
set fee, he said, would probably be 
prohibitive for a person planning 
to build on a single house lot as 
compared to a developer of a sub- 
division 

The Thursday night session was 
a continuation of Tuesday's 
meeting, which was adjourned 
because of election activities

One of Wilmington’ principal in- 
dustrialists has left his job, He has 
been retired, promoted to a job 
that he likes better, or something 

Ed Osberg, a tall blond Viking of 
a man, one of the founders of, and 
for the past twenty years the 
presideent of National 
Polychemicals, on Eames Street, 
Wilmington, left his firm on the 
first of November to become a 
contributing editor of Rubber and 
Plastic News 

Writing was always in his blood 
He was an editor when he got the 
idea that started National Poly on 
the road towards being a 
successful manufactury, and now 
he has retired to the same jog 
(well, almost), Between times he 
has been known to congratulate 
writers of weekly newspapers, and 
tell them of what an easy job they 
have. 

Ed started as a Research 
Chemist, in with Simplex 
Wire & Cable Company, working 
under Dr. John T. Blake, who later 
was to become a Goodyear 
Medalist. Ed had the opportunity 
there to learn of the newer 
chemical trends in the industrial 
world The first samples of 
Neoprene and Thiokol, synthetic 
rubbers which were to become in- 
portant in World War Il, were 
evaluated in the Simplex 
laboratory at that time.

It soon 
moved to its present site in 
Wilmington, on Eames Street, a 50 
acre lot of land that had long been 
idle, and tied up in tax title dis 
putes, The move to Wilmington 
sa triumph for both National 
Polychemicals and Wilmington. 
The company has grown and 
grown. It is now a leader in several 
fields, nitrogen-releasing blowing 
agents, and protective agents for 
polymers, to name two. 
The company has changed hands 
several times, and in 1968 it was 
acquired by the Stepan Chemical

Call them the Hobson Avenue Kids. The title isn't exactly 
accurate, but it will do. Two of them, for instance, live in 
homes on Main Street. There are about twenty of them, and 
they range in age from 10 or 12 to 17. There are females as 
well as males, and the girls are described as “just as bad 


as” their male companions 

Their range is from Grove 
Avenue to Bridge Lane, and from 
Glen Road to Shawsheen Avenue. 
For months they have terrorized 
the neighborhood. Owners who 
have been robbed and vandalized 
have begged the Town Crier to say 
nothing, for fear of retribution, 

‘The police know who they are 
Some of them have been in court. 
But so far it has.been suspended 
sentences, and while the police 
might be described as knowing 
who they are, the reverse is also 
true - the youngsters know the 
police vehicles, marked and un- 
marked. 

There are a number of “nature 
trails” through the area, through 
the brush and swamps. They can 
be, and they are used by scooters 
and bikes. They lead from Main 
Street to Hobson Avenue, to 
Phillips Avenue, to Brand Avenue, 
and across the railroad to 
Shawsheen Avenue 

If, for instance, a rock is thrown 
through a window, or a bullet fired 
through one, on Main Street in a 
couple of minutes the perpetrator 
can be over on Shawsheen Avenue. 
even before the police cruiser has 
arrived

VANDALISM IN THE 
TOWN OF WILMINGTON 


On the evening of October 29 
1972, | heard a story, for a period 
of two hours, by a citizen of 
Wilmington, which at first I 
doubted. 

Two nights later, while atten 
ding a wake, other people in this 
same area talked to me on this 
same subject 


‘These people did not relate to 
each other. but through cross 
experiences | now knew that con- 
ditions of vandalism existed in 
Wilmington which can no longer be 
endured or continued. 

‘The following experiences came 
to my attention 

Children of twelve to sixteen 
years of age are roaming the 
wooded areas around homes like a 
pack of hungry wolves waiting to 
take advantage of an empty house 
So that they can steal hard-earned 
personal property and destroy the 
inside of homes 

These hoodiums are hanging 
around certain properties, being 
fed beer by elders and allowed to 
carry on disgusting acts of 
behavoir under the influence of 
stimulants 

One individual, known to the 
Police, displays himself in public 
with indecent acts. 

S are afraid to go to 
church as a family knowing that an 
empty house will be entered and 
ransacked. Someone must be in 
the house at all times 

cannot go on vacation for 
the same reason, 

One home was broken into where 
an elderly woman resides. The 
hoodlum was already on one-year 
probation for similar occurances. 
He was taken to the Woburn Court, 


given a one-year suspended 
sentence and was back on the 
street 

On two different occasions, a 


couple left at 10:00 am to go shop- 
ping, came back at 11 am, one hour 


later, to find their home complete- 
ly ransacked; that is, dishes were 
smashed, furniture smashed 
liquids poured on the floors and 
walls, precious belongings and 
knick knacks destroyed. 

One family had a fire in their 
house. They had to live elsewhere 
while the interior was rebuilt 
During this time, on two different 
occasions, two aid conditioners, a 
radio and a television were stolen. 
Along with these losses, and 
because they were now a poor 
risk, the home insurance policy 


was cancelled 

One family had their small dog 
taken to a railroad bridge, dropped 
to the tracks and killed!! 

It is a policy. if you do happen to 
dare to take your family with you, 
that the children are sent out the 
back door. and then sneak quietly 
into the back of the car, keep their 
heads down, while the motaer 
comes out the front door and gets 
into the driver's seat and drives 
away - the impression being that 
the children are still in the house. 

A widower left his home for a 
Short time, came back to find 
Yaluables stolen as well as the fur- 
‘ishing®, tc, totally destroyed 
Those committing atts like this 
should! not be called animals; they 
do not deserve to be elevated to 
even this level 

Last week a widow who must 
work every day and some evenings 
to exist, went into her home to find 
two windows in the front of her 
house smashed by rocks, one on 
which is on the table before you. I 
would like to use it as a symbol of 
transgressions which exist in our 
town 

I have often said it is no crime 
for a child to have “nits” but it isa

The Reading Municipal Light 
Department will install underground 
electric facilities in new residential 
developments under the following con:

1. The underground facilities are in 
stalled under the requirements and 
supervision of the Light Department. 

2. The Developer guarantees pay: 
ment of an amount equal to the 
difference between overhead construc: 
tion and’ underground construction as 
determined by the Light Department. 

43. The requirements of the Developer 
and Light Department are as follows 

Requirements of 
the Developer 

1. Request in writing that the electric 
utilities for the proposed development 
be installed underground and provide a 
schedule of construction giving ap- 
proximate dates for the completion of 
work on gas mains, water mains, 
hydrant lines, drainage and road 
grading 

2. Submit the following plans to the 
Engineering Department 

‘A. 2 copies of the preliminary 
definitive subdivision plan. 2 
copies of the subdivision "Plan and 
Profile” showing the location of 
water mains, gas mains, hydrants, 
fire alarm and CATV facilities and 
the approximate locations of house 
and leaching beds 

‘The above plans will be used for 
basic layouts and estimating pur: 
poses, and should be provided as 
soon as possible, 

B. | linen or mylar reproduction 
of the original “Definitive Subdivi- 
sion Plan’ 

1 linea or mylar reproduction of 
the original “Plan and Profile’ 
sheets for the subdivision 

The linen reproductions may be 
billed to the R.M.L.D. and will be 
kept for use as construction 
masters and final drawings, These 
copies shall be of the approved 
originals and if possible should not 
have a telephone or electric loca- 
tion line drawn in. These plans 
should be provided at least two 
weeks prior to the start of our con- 
struction 

3. Provide the necessary easements 
for the locations of primary cables, 
secondary cables, service cables, pad- 
mounts and manholes. —Padmouht 
easements will consist of a ten foot 


square area centered or designated lot 
lines. 

4. The developer will have all roads 
finished to rough grade, all house lots 
and property lines staked and all water 
mains and drainage installed before 
R.MLL.D, construction is started 

5. All personnel employed by the 
Developer shall be required to conform 
to RMLD. safety regulations while 
working with R.M.L.D. crews. Itis the 
Developer's responsibility to ensure 
the safety of any person entering the 
work area and the R.M.L.D. Super- 
visor reserves the right to prohibit any 
person not conforming to safety 
Fegulations from entering the work 
area 

6. The Developer shall provide all 
trenching, backfilling (with sand or 
fine gravel), construction of 
transformer pads, and excavating for 
manhole locations. Leveling of 
manhone frames to final grade shall 
also be performed by the Developer 
Any trenching across public ways shall 
be performed by the Developer under 
permits obtained by the R.M.L.D. 
Cable pulling will not commence until 
all conduit work in any one section is 
complete. 

7. The Developer shall pay any 
excess costs incurred in providing tem- 
porary service for his convenience 
‘There will be no temporary services 
taken from the underground system 

8. The Developer shall pay a deposit 
to the R.M.L.D. as determined by cost 
estimates. This deposit, referred to as 
the "Contractors Cost’ will be due 
upon the completion of an amount of 
‘work equivalent to the estimated cost 
of overhead construction. See "Finan- 
cial Arrangements" 

Requirements of the 
Light Department 

1, Design and submit to the 
Developer electrical and construction 
requirements for the development. 

2, Furnish Developer with the es- 
timated cost differential between 
overhead and undergroupd cogstruc- 
ton, 

3. Furnish and install cables, con- 
duits, manholes and transformers after 
Developer's deposit requirements have 
been received by the Department. 

4. Notify Developer of the estimated 
time necessary to complete project. 

5. Designate all house service 
locations. All meters will be outdoors 
and installed at a minimum of three 
feet above the finished grade. All 
meter sockets shall have a 200 Amp 
rating and be of sufficient depth to 
accept a 3" bottom entrance pipe. 

Financial Requirements 

As the design of the Reading 
Municipal Light Department's rate 
schedules do not include the added cost 
of residential underground in- 
stallations, the Department cannot ab- 
sorb the total cost of these projects. 
The added cost, over that of an 
equivalent overhead system therefore, 
must be absorbed by the Developer 
By a procedure outlined below, an es- 
timate of the Developer's share of the 
costs is computed. The Developer is 
required to Submit this amount as a 
deposit toward completion of the work. 

The Developer will be responsible for 

actual costs incurred on the project 
‘and the estimate will serve only 
guideline. To case the burden of the 
deposit at the early stages of construc: 
tion, the Reading Municipal Light 
Department will commence work and 
continue until an amount equivalent to 
the amount of the overhead estimate is, 
reached, This gives the Developer a 
credit of that amount to apply to the 
project but once this point is attained, 
work will cease until the deposit has 
been contributed. It has been our 
experience that the amount of the 
overhead estimate is sufficient to fund 
the entire conduit installation. This 
‘enables the Developer to finish a major 
portion of his road construction before 
the deposit on the electrical installa- 
tion is due. The cable and 
transformers will be installed only 
after the deposit is paid. The facilities 
should not be installed until the service 
necessary in order to forestall any 
damage due to construction work in the 
area 

Upon receipt of the preliminary 
plans mentioned in Point 2A, the 
Engineering Department will design a 
basic underground layout and a basic 
overhead layout. Materials estimates 
are made from both layouts and labor 
time estimates are obtained from 
Department foremen or previous 
Projects. The total cost of the 
overhead system is then subtracted 
from the total cost of the underground 
system and this remainder is the con- 
tractor’s cost. The contractor will 
receive a copy of both materials es- 
Uimates and a summary sheet showing 
the total cost. As mentioned above, the 
Developer will be required to submit a 
deposit (estimated Developer's costs) 
at a point when the project expen- 
ditures are the equivalent of the 
overhead estimate cost. If the actual 
costs are lower than the estimate, then 
part of the deposit will be returned. If, 
for some unforeseen reason, the actual 
costs are higher than the estimate, the 
Developer is required to contribute the 
excess amount before the system will 
be completed and put into service.
